layer, conformally forming a tungsten layer on the titanium nitride layer, and defining the 
tungsten layer, the titanium nitride layer, and the titanium layer to form an inner landing pad 
conformally and directly covering the a source/drain region and a sidewall of the transistor. 
Therefore, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed subject 
matter.
